NEW YORK, Feb. 5—Representa- 
tives of many national organizations 
of women will receive a peace appeal 
signed by 400,000 women of Wales at 
a luncheon on Tuesday, Feb. 19, at 
the Hotel Biltmore. Miss Ruth Mor- 
gan, chairman of the National League 
of Women's Voters’ Committee on 
Co-operation to Prevent War, is to be 
the presiding officer and prominent 
women will speak. 

The peace appeal which has been 
brought to this country by a commit- 
tee of women selected from all Wales, 
represents a unique effort on the part 
of the women for world peace. The 


idea grew from a little group until it 


swept the whole country and signers 
of the appeal came forward from 
every community in every corner of 
Wales.

William James Hancock of Boston, 
a student of constitutional law, sent 
Mr. Gordon the following statement 
defining his position on propositions 
now before the Massachusetts Legis- 
lature: : 


Mr. Hancock’s Statement 


For the General Court to re-estab- 
lish the historic leadership of Massa- 
chusetts in national enlightenment of 
mind and conscience the approval is 
made possible in the “Resolutions Fa- 
voring the Immediate Participation of 
the United States in the Permanent 
Court of International Justice.” More 
influential than can reasonably be ex- 
pected of the action of any other of 
the legislatures of the states, this rati- 
fication should be:vastly effective in 
formulating what President Harding 
characterized as “the deliberate public 
opinion of today” into a policy co-or- 
dinating the generous sympathy of. the 
American people for all mankind with 
the humane safeguarding of the na- 
tional interest from the dangers of 
possible inimical coalitions or alli- 
ances that must always be of major 
concern to the supreme government. 

Since Mr. Harding's successor, a 
citizen and former governor of .Massa- 
chusetts, as President of the United 
States has spoken in favor of the rec- 
ognition of “our full participation in 
the permanent court” . and the at- 
tending obligations of maintenance 
and the furtherance of its prestige, 
another especial value attaches to ac- 
tion by the Legislature of the Presi- 
dent’s State that shall demonstrate 
that Massachusetts supports the 
President from and of Massachusetts 
—not only because he is of Massa- 
chusetts, or because the most astute 
political influence of Massachusetts is 
for or against, but for the finer rea- 
son that he is right. 

Considered as practical politics lo- 
cally, with full allowances for the 
beneficial and the injurious effects 
generally, it may reasdnably be con- 
cluded that ratification of these reso- 
lutions is required that the dangerous 
shadow of the disapproval of his own 
State shall not defeat Calvin Cool- 
idge’s now best chance of being the 

“next elected President of the United 
States. 
The fears of “entangling alliances 
with which the people are perpetually 
exhorted to debase themselves in the 
pusillanimous pacificism of humiliat- 
ing and cowardly isolation in inter- 
national suspicion plus the inferiority 
.complex that. America must always 
be the victim of foreign diplomatic 
superiority can find no justification 
in American participation in the As- 
sociation of Nations in the Permanent 
Court of International Justice. But 
the spectacle of the other national 
powers of the world in such an asso- 
tion, and America alone and likely 
become the prey of the others’ 
“adeaeamoasa " should alarm the timid 
intelligence into an awakening that 
one does not like to compare with 
that of Japan after her reception of 
the first American visitors of intel- 
ligence and authority. 
If the great American popularly 
credited with warning against en- 
tangling alliances, in fighting the war 
of the American Revolution to its 
successful conclusion five years after 
the Declaration of Independence, 
made any reservation against the 
claim of the declaration of the Amer- 
ican right to make treaties and con- 
tract alliances, history does not re- 
cord it. As Washington was willing 
to have another great. nation ally 
herself with America in her struggle 
for independent national existence, 
we should now realize that to insure 
the safety in perpetuity of the Na- 
tion it is necessary for us to par- 
ticipate in the benefits, and share the 
burdens and obligations of the As- 
sociation of Nations in the Permanent 
Court of International Justice. 
In this way we have opportunity 
for expression of our highest ideals 
and aspirations in universal benev- 
olence and international philanthropy, 
while diimnishing the probability of 
our ever having to go to war, insur- 
ing the possibility of victory in the 
case of belligerency unhappily befall- 
ing us.

Slight opposition developed this 
morning before the legislative“ com- 
mittees on metropolitan affairs and 
highways and motor vehicles, sitting 
jointly, on’.the recommendations of 


the Metropolitan Planning Division 
for a northern highway fronr Welling- 
ton Bridge to the central section of 
the -city of Boston, at an estimated 
cost of $2,355,000. 

Henry I. Harriman, chairman of the 
planning division, explained the route 
in detail with the proposed land {| 
takings, and the only objection raised 
was from citizens of Gambridge who 
desired to reserve enough land be- 
tween the proposed boulevard along 
the Charles River dam from the West 
Boston bridge to the aqueduct, for 
industrial development. 

Some citizens of Somerville objected 

to losing $800,000 worth of taxable 
property, while the proponents of the 
measure explained that while there 
would be a loss in the beginning of the 
project, the city would ultimately be 
the gainer from betterment taxes. 
. All the speakers, representing many 
cities and towns in the metropolitan 
district, favored the route proposed by 
the planning division and toid of the 
importance of beginning the project 
this year for the purpose of relieving 
the present traffic congestion. 

Mr. Harriman said that as a result

the planning division has considered 
the proposition of a suitable highway 
from Wellington Bridge, over the 


Mystic River in Somerville to the city |" 


of Boston. 

After investigation, Mr. Harriman 
said the division decided on a route 
beginning at Broadway, Somerville, 
opposite the park and extending along 
the lines of Melvin, Dana and Aldred 
streets to Medford Street near the 
fire station, thence along Medford 
Street to Somerville Avenue, thence 
along Somerville Avenue and Bridge 
Street to the Cambridge end of the 
dam and thence along the edge of the 
Charles River to the Cambridge Street 
Bridge and then to Bowdoin Square, 
via Charles and Cambridge streets or 
Leverett and Green streets. 

“This route has been selected.” Mr. 
Harriman said, “for the reasons it is 
the shortest route from the Broadway 
Park to the heart of Boston: it is the 


route having the fewest cross streets / 


and therefore the safest route; it 
completes the parkway along the 
Cambridge side of the Charles River.” 


In addition to making admirable 
connections with Bowdoin and Scollay 
squares, Mr. Harriman said the pro- 
posed route will make a good connec- 
tion to the Park Square district via 
Charles Street; good connection with 
Harvard Bridge via the Esplanade and 
good connection to the Jamaica Plain 
Parkway via Cottage Farm bridge.

FREE SPEECH ASKED 
BY LIBERTIES UNION

NEW YORK, Feb. 5—The repeal of 
state laws recently passed, restricting 
the right of free speech, characterized 
as “the first of their kind in American 
history.” and the release of the 114 men 

serving terms in prisons under them, 
are announced as the objects of a ciam- 
paign by the American Civil Liberties 
Union, which has just made public a 
survey of the laws, the prosecutions 
and the court decisions under them. 
The survey shows that those “sedition” 
und “criminal syndicalist” laws have 
been used in 20 of the 34 states and four 
territories and dependencies which have 
Pp them, and that 114 men are 
serving terms in the prisons of seven 
states. Members of the I. W. W. and 
Communists have been the chief objects 
of the prosecutions, the I. W. W. in the 
western states and the Communists in 
the eastern. 

The laws a prosecutions are char- 
acterized by the American Civil Lib- 
érties Union as “wholly unnecessary for 
the preservation of law and order and 
a mere cloak under which industria] in- 
terests can jail the spokesmen of mil- 
itant labor unionism. ”

two monkeys, three skunks, several 
alligators, opossums, rabbits, squir- 
rels and turtles. 

_The many. birds brought to the 
league, or to one of its eight receiving 
stations, included canaries for which. 
homes were found, a.few carrier pi- 
geons; two owls, one seagull, two par- 


rots, a ee? handsome macaw found in 


a coal céliar,,a cockatoo left in a 
barn at Pine R’'dge, pheasants, robins, 
a junco, a cat bird, a brown thrasher, 
and many sparrows and pigeons. 

Thirty-two police dogs, sent from 
Germany. were brought to the. league 
because the importer refused to ac- 
cept them. The report xe 

They improved wonderfully while 

with us, and the Custom House offi- 
cials were able to realize over $2100 
for them when they were sold at auc- 
tion at our headquarters. We also 
took care of a crate of valuable hens 
over night. They had been in a 
poultry show and were not taken 
away when the show closed. 

Concerning the work done during 
the year the report sets forth that 
more than 20,000 horses were fed last 
Christmas. Between 90 and 100 
stables in the city, and in adjoining 
cities and towns were visited, and 27 
horses unfit for work were discovered 
and purchased. In the usual horse res- 
cue work, 732 horses were purchased, 
which were considered unfit for work, 
but which the law would not allow the 
league to take from their owners. 
Five to $10 were paid for them. 

The league placed 899 dogs and 504 
cats in good homes during the year. 
After animals have been in new homes 
two or three weeks, cards of inquiry 
are sent out as to their welfare. Many 
interesting letters are received in re- 
ply, sometimes accompanied by pho- 
tographs. The league is very par- 
ticular where the animals are placed; 
otherwise many more would be sent 
out and would run the chance of 
again being on the streets. 


LEADERS CONFER 
ON CHURCH NEEDS 


Community Organizations Seek 
Basis for Unity 


Democratization of religion was dis- 
cussed at this morning’s meeting at 
the regional conference of community 
churches which opened yesterday at 
the Church of the New Jerusalem, 
Bowdoin Street. Joseph Ernest McAfee 
of Summit, N. J., opened the discus- 
sion by declaring that religion should 
function through all civic institutions, 
educational; economic, and political. 
He would have religious education 
standardized in a broad way for teach- 
ing in the public ‘schools. ~ 

Lawrence Dry, of Mill Plain Union 
Church, Waterbury, Conn., was of the 
opinion that the next step should be 
a reunited Protestantism. He be- 
lieved that the fundamentalists and 
the modernists could be reconciled, 
and that the community church should 
be. made the religious unit.of the 
community. The church should be for 
the people and not the people for the 
church, he said. 

On the contrary, Elbert W. Whippen 
of Somerville,:stoed for a theological 
creed but thought that besides the 
Bible all religious literature should be 
studied. 

Changing needs of a community 
church as expressed in its activities 
were presented by John Haynes 
Holmes of New York City, who told 
how the development and growth of 
New York had brought into being 
many institutions formerly supplied by 
the church, such as economic clubs, 
entertainments, etc. 

Summing up the community church 
ideal, Clarence R. Skinner of Boston, 
said: 

“The community church represents 
a movement toward the organization 
of religious forces on the basis of 
unity and democracy. Some com- 
munity churches ask no credal test 
for membership and allow each per- 
son complete freedom of theological 
interpretation. The community church 
is organized on the basis of citizen- 


- ship, as is a school or library, rather 


than on the basis of exclusive selec- 
tion. It thus aims to make religious 
fellowship available to all. It pur- 
poses to emancipate the church from 
autocratic control and to make it an 
instrument through which the whole 
community can express its common 
aspirations, and find satisfaction for 
its deepest spiritual needs.”

PLAN IS ADVANCED 


Heel Makers’ Union Volunteers 
to Help Project 


LYNN, Mass., Feb. 5 (Special)—The 
Heel Workers’ Union, which has several 
thousands: of dollars in its treasury, 
today conferred with the old shop’s 
crew of the Cushing Shoe Company, 
to ascertain how the union can aid 
the crew to put into operation the 
golden rule shop plan and salvage the 
jobs for 400 workers. It marks the 
first instance on record so far as can 
be determined where a trade union 
voluntarily proffered financial aid to 
employees. 

The manufacturer is James N. 
Daly, former general Manager and 
president of the Cushing Shoe Com- 
pany, which went into bankruptcy. 
The action of his old crew of subscrib- 
ing $11,000 to enable him to rebuy his 
old plant established a precedent and 
a new precedent is now set up by the 
Heel Workers’ Union which is ready 
to invest its surplus funds in 7 per 
cent stock to back Daly and prove 
to the world that Lynn’s. prestige as 
a shoe center is still extant. 

The old crew redeemed its pledges 
by presenting a certified check for 
$11,000 when the time came to take 
up the option on the old plant but 
inasmuch as only $4000 was raised by 
the sale of stock to the general public 
the option was not taken up. 

“Golden Rule Jim,” as Mr. Daly is 
known far and wide, plans to estab- 
lish a new factory, and says he will 
have sample shoes made for the Easter 
trade.

The performance was better than the 
opera. The score is a musical desert 
with fertile islete scattered over it. The 
drama which it sets off is, after the 
manner of those other Satanic scena- 
rios, “Faust” and “The Demon,” gently 
amusing. Yet such is the power of or- 
}chestral eloquence poured out at the 
bidding of a Polacco, plus the histrionic 
genius of a Challapin, supported by a 
capable cast, that a large audience jubi- 
iantly Reaped praised on the productton 
last night. 

The prologue, in the . wide, open, 
celestial spaces, sounds for the most 
part like an oratorio circumspectly sung 
of a Sunday afternoon. It rises. to « 
climax of sound and fury that was 
made ‘effective last night by virtue of 
the magnificent crescendo drawn from 
the orchestra by Mr. Polacco’s baton. 
Both scenes of the first act are music- 
ally tedious and dramatically uninter- 
esting. The garden scene is enlivened 
by some sprightly measures, which 
were aided and -abetted materially last 
night by the admirable acting of the 
four singing players concerned. The 
Brocken. scene was saved by the dom- 
inating power of Chaliapin. The third 
act, with Marguerite on her prison - 
of straw, supplies thé only extended 
passages of music of intrinsic interest. 
The Grecian episode is pretty and the 
epilogue is epilogical . 

Chaliapin, of course, dominates all, 
not merely because he is Chaliapin, but 
because of the. qualities which make 
him Chaliapin. Without him; presum- 
ably, this opera would rest in peace. He 
comes remarkably near creating illu- 
sion in the prologue. He is a disconcert- 
ingly sinister figure in Frankfort 
Square, with his vulturine descent upon 
his victim. He is the whole Brocken 
scene. His depiction of the crushing 
of Mefistofele in the epilogue is a splen- 
did piece of acting. i 

And Chaliapin is a fiend with a dash 
of humor. His ferocious whistlings at 
the cringing Faust are delightful. And 
if a certain two-year-old girl of our ac- 
quaintance were to see him in the gar- 
den scene she would surely say: “Man— 
fun-nee.” A pity he is not appearing 
here as Don: Basilio. 

The support was good. Mr. Min- 
ghetti, after a slight disagreement with 
the composer as to the pitch, on Faust's 
hurried return from the square to his 
studio, sang. excellently. Mme. Muzio, 
besides beiNg a very charming Mar- 
guerite, sang and acted admirably in 
the third act, particularly in the aria 
that follows the rising of the curtain. 
The others were satisfactory. 

The stage management might have 
been smoother. There was an awkward 
wait while the machinery creaked be- 
tween the scenes of the first act. The 
chorus sang well, and Mme. Ludmila 
and her ballet were pleasing in the 
Classic scene, if not fearful on the 
Brocken. L. A. 8.

Many consider Mozart's music simple 
and childlike, to be played lightly and 
gracefully and nothing more. Not so 
Mr. Monteux, who well knows the emo- 
tional depths beneath the calm sur- 


music expressively... How well justi- 
fied in this conception of it he is may 
be judged by the results at last night's 
performance. Then, too, no other music 
could have so well displayed the fin- 
ished playing of the strings; in the 
slow movement in particular they 
the freedom a good 
string quartet possessés. Certainly the 
orchestra in its present state is a monu- 
ment to the skill, patience and su- 
preme artistry of Mr. Monteux. 

Claudio Arrau is one of that large 
class of pianists who are difficult to 
classify. It is impossible not to say 
that he plays with excellent technique 
and that he never commits any musical 
blunders. Would that he did, for then 
at least he would furnish some food for 
comment. ‘As it is, there is nothing 
in his playing to excite remark. It is 
not bad, neither is it very good. An- 
other pianist! 

Charpentier’s “Impressions of Italy” 
may have aged in the last few years 
but it has nevertheless retained much 
of its old-time charm‘*and poetry. 
Facile music, it occasionally touches a 
more serious note, and although some 
of the orchestral effects are everyday 
commonplaces by now, the daring of 
the young confposer who ventured to 
write them in the eighties of the last 
century must not be forgotten. 8S. M.

League of Nations Pays 


Glowing Tribute to Memory © 
_of Ex-President of America 


GENEVA, Feb. 5 (#)—Sir Eric 
Drummond, general secretary of the 
League of Nations, issued today on 
behalf of his colleagues of the Secre- 
tariat the following statement on the 
passing on of Woodrow Wilson: 


Nowhere in the world will the death 
of Mr. Wilson awake stronger emo- 
tions than amongst those at Geneva, 
who while he has lain stricken on his 
bed have been privileged to take part 
directly in the attempt to translate 
into practice the high principles of 
international co-operation and con- 
ciliatiom for which he may truly be 
said to have given his life. ’ 

Undoubtedly the greatest of our 
spiritual.leaders has passed away, a 
man who had the opportunify granted 
to few indeed of standing at a cross- 
roads in history and pointing out a 
new way for his fellow men. Mr. 
Wilson came to Europe at the end of 
the world’s most desperate war and 
stood in the councils of the exhausted 
nations as the acknowledged cham- 
pion of a new hope and a new vision. 
In the main Mr. Wilson triumphed, 
‘for his hope for an association of 
nations, for an ordered method of 
arbitration, for a permanent agency 
of peace, were inscribed as part 1 
of the treaties.

3 Growers Would Eliminate “Red Ink” Sales. Through 
: System for Diverting Fruit From Glutted Centers 
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‘REFORM’ DECLARED MASK; 
MASTERS AT PROPAGANDA

’ LOS ANGELES, Calif., Feb. 5—Call- 
fornia fruit growers who are outside 

rative marketing associations 
and who therefore are compelled to 
consign their crops to independent 
packers for shipment and sale are liv- 
ing in constant apprehension of “red 
ink sales”—that is, not only of receiv- 
ing nothing for their fruit, but having, 
besides, to pay part or all of the 
freight charges for its shipment to 
eastern markets. 

Growers of table grapes, of apples, 
cherries, and pears frequently are so 
situated that a co-operative association 
could serve them well, and many of 
these are at present busy with plans 
for organizing such marketing con- 
cerns. But there remains the small 
grower of one or more varieties .of 
fruit and the farmer who grows fruit 
in a small way to whom the co-opera- 
tive marketing association, in its pres- 
ent state of development, holds out 
little hope of aid. 

While the larger growers of a single 
variety of fruit are organizing to solve 
their marketing problems, little is 
being done to place the farmer-grower 
in a position where he may be as- 
sured a financial return for his labor. 
The original State Market Act, passed 
several years ago by the Legislature 
to solve this problem, was later 
amended to serve another purpose, and 
no state markets exist or are in pros- 
pect. The purpose of this act, how- 
ever, has not been forgotten, and is 
still being urged by its former 
proponents. 


Initiative Held Necessary 


William E. Brown, former state 
Senator, who was a leader in the legis- 
lative struggle for adoption of state 
markets, told a representative of The 
Christian Science Monitor that he be- 
lieves use of the initiative will be 
necessary to make the original State 
Market Act operative. He said: 

. When the farmers and smaller 
fruit growers of California realize 
that in this act lies their safety from 
profiteering middlemen they will see 
to it that such a law is re-enacted. 
Through the action of such a law 
and in-no other way, as I see it, can 
the farmer and grower be assured a 
fair deal at the hands of consign- 
ment men and adequate financial 
returns for their produce. 

Because the state market would 
set a standard of excellence and of 
‘wervice both to the producer and con- 
sumer it would make those operating 
outside it conform to the standard. 
No one would be required to patron- 
ize the state market, but the fact 
that it was there if needed would 
assure the farmer and grower as fair 
play as he would receive there no 
matter with whom he dealt. 

The state market is something en- 
tirely distinct from the municipal 
market, which is little more than a 
shed with stalls, into which-the far- 
mer may drive his wagon.and sell 
his produce. . Farmers and growers 
living at a distance from such mar- 
kets cannot be helped by them. 


Distributing Centers 

Fast state market would be a dis- 
tributing center or clearing house to 
which the farmer and grower might 
consign his goods. Directors in 
charge of state markets would sell 
the produce consigned to them at the 
best prices, and then return to the 
producer the entire proceeds, less a 
reasonable percentage or commission 
for market maintenance. In this way 
the markets would not become a bur- 
den to the taxpayer. 

A market director would have a 
ecard index system, providing him a 
complete list of the farmers and 
growers of his district. He would 
thus be able to advise upon the best 
time to harvest crops, and could give 
warning of impending over-produc- 
tion in any line. 

A similar system of state markets 
all over the United States, Mr. Brown 
declared,s would enable a national 
market director to prevent glutted 
markets by diverting shipments at 
any time. 

The need for some such method to 
solve the “red ink” problem is testi- 
fied by growers in all parts of the 
state. An apple grower of the 
Yucaipa Valley told the Monitor, rep- 


received as much for her fruit as it 
cost to raise it for the last 11 years, 
but that the only growers in the val- 
ley who are making money pack their 
own apples and find a market for them 
personally. These people are in the 
minority, she said, for most of the 
growers are compelled to consign 
their fruit and trust that market. con- 
ditions and honest middlemen will 


bring them some return. 
Many Growers Unorganized 


While the raisin growers of Fresno | 


County and central California gen- 
erally have a powerful co-operative 
marketing association patterned after 
the orange growers’ organization, and 
are receiving adequate returns for 
their product, the table-grape grow- 
ers of the central and southern por- 
tion of the State are largely unor- 
ganized and are suffering from an 
abundance of “red ink.” This is en- 
tirely the result of profiteering on

J. H. Howell of Dinuba, the center 
of a large ; rowing district in 
Tulare County, rnia, told the rep- 
resentative that upon a recent visit to 
eastern markets he found grapes for 
which the grower had received either 
an ‘insignificant amount or, in some 
cases, nothing at all, selling: for as 
high as 30 cents a pound to the con- 
sumer. Crates of grapes for. which 
the wholesaler paid $1.36 brought the 


retailer as high.as $7.20, he declared, 


adding: 

Up to the present time, table grape 
growers of the San Joaquin Valley 
have been wnorganized, with the ex- 
céption of Emperor growers, 
and completely at the mercy of mar- 
ket conditions over which they have’ 
no control. With no way of count- 
ing upon adequate returns. for their 
grapes, they have generally had @ 
hard time to make ends meet. A 
fortunate sale has always seemed to 
be balanced by “red ink.” 


Auction Plan in East 


In the larger eastern markets table 
Srapes are sold.at auction, though in 
some of the smalier places this meth- 
od is supplanted by private sales, 
which prove little more assurance of 
a just return to the growers. There 
are complaints of grapes being sold 
in bad condition, bringing prices far 
below what the growers who sold 
them in good condition had a right 
to expect. Many of these things. 
may be an outgrowth of the charge 
that some of the independent packers 
grow grapes themselves which they 
place in cold storage and sell at the 
top prices, holding the grapes of those 
who had consigned shipments to them 
for the low markets. 

But the growers of table grapes are 
organizing, and should soon be in a 
position to realize their just profits. 
Daily reports from Fresno and San 
Francisco tell of the development of 
an f. 0. b. auction, to be established 
in Fresno, at which table grapes 
would be sold by wire simultaneously 
in some 30 cities. The plan provides 
for a central clearing house for fresh 
grape growers, through which they 
may market in an orderly fashion 
throughout the entire United States. 


The whole trend of events and con- 
ditions among California fruit grow- 


(ers seems to be pointing toward or- 


ganization of the growers of each va- 
riety. Fortunately, co-operation of 
producer and retailer in most cases 
is the watchword of these organiza- 
tions, with ample evidence of a desire 
to play fair with the consumer and 
maintain a just level of prices and 
high standard of excellence of fruit.

ciency. ie of two types. The first con- 
sista in enlightening the public as to 
the truth of a cause of doctrie by 
giving them the facts; the second 
consists in concealing the truth from 
them by the propagation of false 
statements so that public opinion, 
based on these statements, will be- 
lieve what is not true. 

Generally speaking. the propagan- 
dist employs two methods. The first 
direct and affirmative. News- 
ines, lectures, moving 
pictures, and all the various channels 
at the disposal of the publicist are. 
ufilized in a campaign of direct edu- 
cation. This was what was done by 
the United States Bureau of Public 
Information in 1918. 

The second method, and in some 
ways the more effective one, is indi- 
rect and devious. In this the attempt 
is made to create gradually a peycho- 
logical atmosphere favorable to the 
cause for which the propaganda is 
maintained. For example, when a 
well-mannered, cultivated Turk talks 
charmingly and speciously to an au- 
dience for an hdur, and then says 
“Do you really believe that people 
such as I am have indulged in these 
horrible massacres and atrocities that 
are credited to us by our enemies?” 
the audience with one accord laughs. 

Clever Propaganda 

He has made his point. The people 
in the audience cannot associate him 
with a doctrine of terrorism simply 
because he is able to appear other than 
he is. They have never seer a mas- 
sacre, but they have seen a Turk, and 
they are quite unable to connect the 
two. On a large scale, played in many 
different variations. this _ indirect 
propaganda has a profound result... . 

There is much talk today about the 
“new” Turkey. We are asked to he- 
lieve that the leopard has changed 
his spots overnight: that the harem 
system has been practically aban- 
doned: that the Turkish women have 
discarded the veil and take an active 
part in political affairs; that the Na- 
tionalist Government is democratic to 
a degree, resting on the pure will and 
consent of the people: and much more 
to the same point. The actual fact is 
that these things are all a part of the 
Turkish system of propaganda. 

The Turk is as he has always been. 
Even with the “intellectuals,” the re- 
form is simply a mask. These Turks 
are the identical people who directed

In the Near East the naval policy 
of the United States Government ha-« 
represented not the many. but the 
few: not the public interests of the- 
Nation, but the private interests of 
the American trader. The cost of 
this has been the sacrffice of the 
American civilization in Turkey and 
the betrayal of the Christian minor- 
ities. The American public could have 
been spared the necessity of spending 
many millions of dollars for relief-and 
reconstruction: hundreds of thou- 
sands of lives and suffering indescrib- 
able could have been spared the 
Greeks anti the Armenians. and, for 
all this. the actual concrete gain to 
anyone, other than the Turkish Na- 
tionalists, has been and still is very 
problematical.

FUND ANNOUNCED 


Harvard Allots $3600 for 
Wertheim Fellowship Research 


The committee in charge of the 
Jacob Werthelm Research Fellowship 
for the Betterment of Industrial Rela- 
tions, recently established at Harvard 
University, has fixed upon $3600 as the 
stipend to be paid to the holder dur- 
ing the year 1924-25. In addition, an

The population of the Union of 
South Africa is: Whites, 1,580,000; 
non-Buropeans, 6,696,000. The total 
area of the Union is 473,089 square 
miles, or 302,776,960 acres, exclusive’ 
of southwest Africa, and of this area 
13,000,000 acres are cultivated, with 
about 15 per cent lying fallow each 
vear. Of these millions of cultivated 
acres only 818,000 acres are at present 
under irrigation. This will be in- 
creased to over 1,000,000 acres when 
the present Government schemes are 
completed. 

Apart from the annual returns from | _ 
the irrigated areas, the basic value of 
the land increases under a policy of | 
irrigation, and it is quite common in 
South Africa to find that land which 
before irrigation was valued at from 
50s. to 85s. per acre, after irrigation 
is worth from £30 to £50 per acre, 
before even a crop has been estab- 
lished. This is accounted for through 
farmers selling their land to specula- 
tors—a practice which is not bene- 
ficial to the country, as it ultimately 
increases the price of land to such an 
extent that subsequent owners find 
it almost impossible to make a living.

CHICAGO AND NEW 
YORK MOTOR BUS 
MERGER PENDING 


Deal Dominated by Yellow Cab 
Interests May Be Completed 
This Week 


CHICAGO, Feb. 5 (Special)—Closing 
of the deal for the consolidation of the 
Chicago Motor Coach Company and the 
Fifth Avenue Bus Company of New 
York, will taxe place this week, accord- 
ing to expectations here. 

John Hertz, president of the Yellow 
Cab interests, which will dominate the 
combination, has gone to New York, 
where John A. Ritchie, president of the 
motor coacn company and Edward 
d’Ancona, a director of and counsel for 
the Yellow Cab companies, have been 
for some time perfecting details of the 
transaction. The omnibus combination 
will form the nucleus of an organiza- 
tion which probably will be extended to 
many of the principal cities of the 
country. 

At the outset, it will include only the 
New York, Chicago and St. Louis bus 
systems, but this style of transportation 
over metropolitan boulevards has met 
with such popularity that the promoters 
of the enterprise believe their plans for 
further expansion will be successful. 

A holding company will be formed to 
take in the stocks of the Chicago Motor 
Coach, Fifth Avenue Bus and St. Louis 
Bus companies. The basis of exchange 
will not be announced until the signing 
of the papers for the consolidation in 
New York. 

Judging from the market action of 
the stock of the Fifth Avenue 
Securities Corporation the terms of the 
union will not make much difference to 
the holders of that issue, which closed 
last week at around 1214, after having 
sold above 13 in the last fortnight. 

The course of the securities of the 
Chicago Motor Coach Company refiects 
the expectation of greater benefits 
from the consolidation.

Modernization of America’s F leet 


To the Editor of The Christian Science 

Monitor: 

In the edition of the Monitor of Dec. 
10 there appeared an item from Wash- 
ington relative to the appropriation 
sought by the Navy Department to 
carry on “the much controverted pro- 
gram of fleet modernization.” 

The amount sought would include the 
reappropriation of $6,500,000, “for the 
purpose of increasing the elevation of 
turret guns of 13 of the treaty battle- 
ships of the navy.’ 

Appended to the report of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy was a special report, 
signed by Capt. F. H. Schofield of the 
Navy General Board, analyzing in de- 
tail the objections which had been 
raised to the change in elevation, with 
the conclusion that these were wholly 
unsuppofted by any fair interpretation 
of the treaty. 

In Chapter II, Part 3, Section 1, para- 
graph (d) of the treaty is found the 
restrictions as to changes. It reads as 
follows: 

(d) No capital ship or aircraft car- 
riers shall be reconstructed except for 
the purpose of providing means of de- 
fense against air and submarine attack, 
and subiect to the following rules: 

No alterations in side armor. 
in caliber, nunrber or general type of 
mounting of main armanent shall be 
ermitted except . (The remain- 
oe ¢lause affects certain nations, not 
including the United States.) 

Technical knowledge is not required 
to arrive at @he conclusion that there 
must be a large alteration in the 
mounting of the guns to require $590,- 
000 per ship, and to increase the range 
of a gun by several miles. From the 
earliest years of modern guns, the gen- 
eral type of- mounting of naval guns 
has limited‘the angle of elevation to 
about 15 degrees, so that a change 
that approximately doubled this angle 
may fairly be considered an alteration 
in the general type of mounting. 

It appears that Buch a great change 
fn the elevation of the guns would be 
prohibited by the treaty, equally with 
that of a change in the caliber of the 
guns, since either would give a greater 
range. It is reasonable to consider that 
the treaty sought to maintain the of- 
fensive power of the ships stationary 
at the point held, when the freaty was 
signed. It could only be on such a 
basis that the naval representatives 
could arrive at a just conclusion as to. 
the relative strengths of the various 
navies. : 

As a naval officer I should hold that 
such alterations in the mountings were 
alterations in the general type, and so 
prohibited by the treaty. 

The treaty was the result of the ini- 
tiative of the authorities of the United 
States, as a result of the views of the 
people. and it is due the Nation that 
no work not clearly authorized by the 
treaty be started. The treaty and the

To make the treaty a success, and to 
pave the way for future conferences, 
there is needed all the good-will and co- 
operation possible between the nations. 
The representatives of each nation must 
fecl confidence in the sincerity and the 
high purpose of the others, and the 
United States is peculiarly responsible 
for the example set others, in the in- 
terpretation and execution of the treaty. 

The article in the paper above re- 
ferred to contains the statement that 
the appropriation was not used last 
year because “quite unintentionally the 
impression given Congress was that the 
disparity in ranges was overwhelm- 
ingly in favor of the British.” The 
quotation preceding, is apparently from 
the report of the Secretary of the 
Navy. It, therefor¢, appears that the 
reason that received the greatest pub- 
licitvy is now officlally stated to have 
been incorrect. The mistake appears 
to have been inexcusable, for the in- 
formation relative to the British Navy 
must have been available, as a result 
of the conferences that drew up the 
treaty. Such mistakes cannot but lead 
to harm, since they receive great pub- 
licity, and will produce mental impres- 
sions that are injurious to the good 
feeling and hearty co-operation needed 
to make the treaty the power for good 
desired by all. . 

The fact that the British guns did not 
have the overwhelming superiority in 
range, leads one to ask are America’s 
naval authorities seeking to obtain this 
advantage by making the alterations 
proposed’? It appears that it would: be 
much more in accord with the ideal of 
the treaty not to seek any such ad- 
vantage, especially when it involves a 
disputed construction of the terms of 
the treaty. 

The sentiment of the majority of the 
people of the United States is, I be- 
lieve, most strongly for the mainte- 
nance, not only of the letter of the 
treaty, but also of the spirit that 
prompted the approval of it by the 
country. It is well that this should be 
so, for the treaty stands out as one of 
the greatest and most enduring efforts 
that have been made toward reducing 
the chances and the cost of war.

Clinging to a blind and misinformed 
faith in som®*® vague, far-off, semi- 
effective miscalled omnipotence, mor- 
tale have for many centuries been 
robbing themselves through a sinful 
belief in an opposite or evil power pre- 
senting its claims in a hewildering 
muitiplicity of obnoxious guises, such 
as sin, disease, and death. Through 
her discovery of the true laws of the 
Science of Christ, Mrs. Eddy has dis- 
closed to mankind the present right 
to realize the true statu: of omnipo- 
tence. and to utilize it practically. The 
recognition of a divine All-power able 
eternally to maintain, without dispute, 
the life and harmony of iteelf and its 
creation filis spfiritua! sense with an 
immense satisfaction, crowding out 
and eliminating emslaving fears and 
peliefs of lim‘tation.

perfection at a single stride. It is probably true that all 

reformers find their advance beset by just such lions in 

the path. And certainly the history of the world, since 


the outbreak of the war in 1914, bears abundant testi-' 


moriy to the difficulty which humanity finds in steering 
that middle course between those who would wildly 
plunge for the immediate millennium and the cynics who 
resist all change on the ground that things must. gver 
remain as they have been. 

During the war the so-called idealists had an 
unrivaled innings. They proclaimed from every house- 
top that the war was a war to end war, and that: their 
‘program would infallibly unite all nations in the bond 
of brotherhood and introduce an era of prosperity and 
happiness unknown in history—and few there were who 
said them ‘nay. Now, however, we have the opposite 
extreme, and prophets of melancholy, like Lord Birken- 
head, are able to lift their voices and say that selfishness 
is the true guide of nations and that war and rapine 
are the eternal law of international life. And the nations, 
under one guise or another, are practicing’ such teachings. 

As a matter of fact, the only true idealism was that 
taught by the Founder of Christianity. Jesus of Nazareth 
never set before his followers golden pictures of an 
immediate ¢arthly millennium. “On the contrary, he 
warned them of the difficulties and troubles which were 
to attend the onward path. . But neither did he give any 
comfort to the pessimist. His whole teaching was that 
there was a sure and certain road out of the complexities 
and sufferings of human life for everybody who would 
follow the way he was demonstrating. That wav was 
neither to dream of the future nor to sttidy the lessons 
of the past, but to follow the strait and nafrow path of 
filelity to righteousness and brotherly love in the present. 
And human history abundantly confirms all that he said. 

The real progress of humanity has come about 
steadily and almost imperceptibly among those peoples 
who have tried mast carnestly to put his teachings into 
practice. The true ideas of progress, like the necessity 
for freedom of thought, for democracy, for woman's 
rights, for temperance, for obedience to just law, have 
all grown and spread from individual to individual, 
almost unobserved, until the body of opinion behind them 
has become so overwhelming that, after a short resistance 
by organized reaction, it has prevailed once and for all. 

There is nothing mankind needs so much today as a 
return to the idealism of Christianity in public affairs. 
The visionary utopias, the false ideals, and the philoso- 
phy of selfishness and despair, have alike failed it. Inter- 
nationally, the world has seldom seemed to be in a more 
insoluble mess. lear, love of money, hatred, racial and 
national selfishness, have reduced it to apparently inex- 
tricable confusion. Yet it is not difficult to see signs 
from every side that people are beginning to realize that 
the false ideals they have been following are not pro- 
ducing, and cannot. produce, the results they promised, 
and that the only real wav out is the old golden road of 
righteousness and brotherly co-operation. 

Nations have tried to win security and peace and 
prosperity by seeking these things for themselves, and 
they have faiJed. Let them try the other road. Let them 
seck these things together, for the benefit of all, and 
the way will appear that will make possible the diminu- 
tion of the armaments which today use up their substance 
and: threaten their peace, the reduction of the barriers 
which prevent trade and prosperity from being universal, 
the fears and hatreds which keep alive suspicion and 
antagonism between peoples perfectly capable of being 
friends.

The wheat. farmer has, in every section of the middle 


“west, been slow ‘to turn from the exclusive cultivation 


of his major.crop. His machinery and barns and gran- 
aries have-been adapted to this particular industry, He 
has been able, with the employment of but little help 
except in the-harvesting and threshing seasons, to pro- 
duce a profitable money crop by confining his intensive 
labors: to a. few months in the year. . 

Tt has: been quite clearly shown: that the time has 
passed when the wheat growers in Minnesota, Iowa, Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, the Dakotas, and Montana can be assured 
of a price for their product which will leave them a com- 
fortable profit. There will be times,.no doubt, when 
$2-a-bushel wheat will make the farmer prosperous for 
a, season, but, without legislation which will virtually 
place a bounty on every bushel of ‘wheat sold in the open 
market, nothing approaching that price will be maintained. 

The wheat Pa oa should not ask to be aided more 
than temporarily at the expense of the people at large, 
and especially if it is necessary for his more thrifty and 
forehanded’ brother farmer, who has remained prosper- 
ous, while hé has suffered by’d failufe to utilize all tlie 
resources at hand, to share his savings with him. 


THOUGH ft is less than five years since the Paris

State of Fiume, over which so 

much ill feeling was engendered, 

particularly against Mr. Wilson, 
is no more. By a direct agreement with the rival claim- 
ant, the Kingdom of the Serbs, Croats, and Slovenes, Italy 
jias now absorbed it. Whether this is a, permanent’ ar- 
rangement-or not it is impossible to say, but for the time 
being, since the two states directly concerned are satis- 
fied, there are reasons for optimism, . Italy has incor- 
porated with the mother country the Italian inhabitants 
of the harbor city Across the Adriatic, andl the Jugoslavs 
have also been assured of a commercial. outlet. 

Why could not this solution have been reached five 
vears ago? The best answer lies in the subsequent inter- 
nal political developments in Italy and the Jugoslav king- 
dom. Whatever objections may be raised against the 
methods of. the Fascisti, it cannot be denied that their 
accession to power has strengthened the authority of 
the Government, externally as well as internally. 

Across the Adriatic political changes since 1919 have 
also: facilitated a bargain with Italy. When the battle 
over Fiume raged around the Peace Conference table,

‘it was less the Serbs who opposed the Italian claims 
- than the Croats. 


Conversely, the Italian propaganda 
for Fiume was directed less against the Serbs, who after 


-all had fought with the Allies, than against the Croats, 
who, until the eve of the.armistice, had been with the - 


central powers. 

Within the Jugoslav kingdom a contest has since 
developed between the Serbs, who wish to retain their 
control through a centralized form of- government, and 
the Croats, who demand more local autonomy. For the 
time being the Croat leader, Stephen Raditch, is in exile. 
The Serb Premier, Mr. Paschitch, is in the saddle, and 
his surrender of Iiume to Italy has been made mere at 
the expense of the Croats than at that of his own race. 

Externally the Fiume accord may also have far- 
reaching effects. The Fascist press has gone so far as 
to call it an Italian triumph, offsetting the lrench alli- 
ance with Czechoslovakia. This is probably an exaggera- 
tion. The Serbs are not only grateful to France for aid 
during the war, but are also indebted for armaments 
since the armistice. As against France, they are not 
likely to commit themselves to Italy. 

Where the I‘iume agreement will probably show its 
first effects is in the direction of Saloniki. There the 
Serbs desire a permanent outlet to. the Afgean. When 
it comes to applying pressure on Greece, they can confi- 
dently count on Italian support. The moment is oppor- 
tune. Greek affairs are still chaotic: The military Re- 
publicans look to France, while the royalists depend on 
Great Britain. King George, who is a brother-in-law 
of King Alexander of Jugoslavia, is no longer on the 
throne. Will Great Britain abandon its traditional sup- 
port of Greece in return for stronger Italian co-operation 
against France? Rumors to that effect are abroad. The 
true answer will come out at Saloniki. 


Rapto development along mechanical lines has pro- 
gressed so rapidly that little thought has been ‘directed 
toward its ethical side. Yet 
assuredly it will not be long 
before the call will come to put 
broadcasting upon a fair and 
economic basis. The present 
method of. offering “publicity” 
to amateur entertainers and ac- 
cepting their services gratis, 
while causing them, by virtue of their inexperience, to 
think that they will profit by it, would seem to be by 
its very nature destructive of that quality element which 
makes radio broadcasting attractive to millions of 
listeners-in., 

The cheese of free publicity makes any trap tempting 
to those who are anxious to become world famous. Yet 
the fact remains that unearned and unpaid-for publicity 
brings little by way of returns. The radio, like manv 
other modern inventions, has its destructive as well as 
its constructive side. On the destructive side is a disin- 
tegrating influence noticeable in such-directions as de- 
creased sales of musical instruments, falling off of calls 
for books from circulating libraries and in the reading 
of magazines. It .can hardly be generally said that the 
primary reason for the disintegrating characteristics of 
radio entertainment is the lack of remuneration to the

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entertainers. Nevertheless, it cannot but be realized that 
the basis of such entertainment is economically unsound. 
Then the average station, it is said,‘makes the performers 
feel it an honor to be allowed to broadcast. The ques- 
tion was recently asked at one of. the most popular sta- 
tions as to whether entertainers really obtain engage- 
ments through their office. The reply was: “Why, yes; 
that is, sometimes people write to us for the address of 
certain entertainers and we send it to them.” Anyone 
familiar with the process of booking artists and lecturers 
knows that such a request does pot at all necessarily 
mean a contract, 


Recently a well-known actress, addressing a group of 


professional writers, said: “It will not be long before 
actors will have to broadcast plays. Such plays must be 
written especially ‘and one must know how to broadcast 
them.” No mertion was made of compensation for time 
and trouble involved in this work. It would seem that 
the millions of receiving: instruments in use would, by 
this time, have brought the manufacturers enough profits 
to admit of paid entertainers. 

No business enterprise has the right to succeed 
through interference with legitimate business and the 
deception of many worthy professional people.

spfritual means of healing.” For «~~~ 
the last three years the members of this committee have 
been pursuing their investigations, and have now jssued 
their report. The writer of a recent editorial in The Times 
of London, commenting on this report, stated that the 
question of spiritual healing is “in fact a live issue, 
forcibly brought to the notice of the church by the vigor- 
ous growth and influence of Christian Science” and other 
forms of healing. The committee considered the whole 
question from three standpoints: first, from the his- 
torical; secondly, front comparison between different 
methods of healing: and thirdly, from the question of 
whether a ministry of healing should: he recognized and 
sanctioned by the church. Whilst the committee have 
held that the church must sanction “methods of religious 
treatment of bodily disease,” they have qualified this by 
finding that “no sick person must look to the clergyman 
to do what it is the physician's or surgeon's duty to do.” 

Although recognizing gratefully the unselfish labors 
of many members of the medical profession in their 
efforts to ameliorate the sufferings of mankind, many 
people willbe greatly disappointed with, this statement. 
For centuries, medical methods have been studied and 
practiced, and yet today we are told that 70 per cent ot 
medical diagnoses are wrong. Moreover, the demand for 
hospitals and similar institutions shows no~sign of 
diminishing... If medical practice were resulting in the 
diminution of disease, would this, be so? And _ vet, 
surely, the elimination of disease is the goal for which 
all are striving. 

The committee has stated that the power which heals 
the body makes use of three avenues of approach: 
(t) material, (2) psychical, (3) devotional and sacra- 
mental; and defines spiritual healing as “that which 
makes use of all or any of these factors in reliance upon 
(sod, though in popular use the term is often imaccurately 
confined to the last.” Uttder the last heading the com- 
mittee included Christian Science, but it did not consider 
evidence of its healing work, although the report of the 
Lambeth Conference itself stated that “there is mucli in 
Christian Science which ought to be tound within the 
church.” The person who believes he can heal through 
spiritual means, whilst at the same time using material 
and psychical methods, will inevitably find that no per- 
manent healing results. 

That such a committee should have been appointed is 
proof that — is reaching out for physical help to 
that which if vaguely terms religion. It is slowly 
awakening to the fact that it must [ree itself from the 
domination of merely human, fallible systems, and when 
it recognizes that this cannot be done through “psychical” 
or ‘‘material’” methods, it will be ready to approach the 
understanding of the greatest Healer the world has ever 
known, who said, “These signs shail follow them that 
believe . . . they shall lay hands on the sick, and they 
shall recover.”

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“A Mystery Book”

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[Viscount and Lady Astor are in the forefront of the fight 
against the liquor trafic in Great Britain. In the following 
article, written for The Christian Science Monuor, Viscount Astor 
gives a clear account of the prepaganda methods émployed by 
British liquor interests in defense of their profits] 

Lonpon, Jan. 18—The most authoritative recent state- 
ment of the case against alcohol presented to the British Nation 
is that contained in the report issued in 1918 by the Liquor 
Control Board. It exploded most of the false ideas of our 
forefathers. The report proved on unimpeachable testimony 
that alcohol diminishes self-control, ancesthetizes moral judg- 
ment, and blunts self-criticism. 

‘The British Government, through the Boafd of Education, 
some years ago issued a syllabus embodying the latest physiolog- 
ical knowledge, Instruction on the subject is being given 
in an increasing Sie of public schools. Despite persistent 
attacks, the syllabus holds its ground; its accuracy cannot be 
challenged. All attacks, both in and out of Parliament, Both 
direct and underground, to secure its withdrawal, have failed. 

Following this failure, the liquor trade—that is to say, one 
of the most powerful political caucuses in Great Britain—tried 
another strategical plan to undermine the citadel of demon- 
strated fact: for the leaders were quick to see that this 
instruction in the schools given to the coming men and women 
would be a serious menace to their futdre profits. As the 
drink problem to the average person ts largely physiological, a 
number of prominent surgeons and doctors were persuaded to 
allow their names to be used as members of some drink-financed 
bodies which misled the public by their deceptive titles. Even 
a knight who is a “Surgeon to the King,” has become a vice- 
president of a society with a policy that differs in no material 
detail from that of anv defense league of brewers or whisky 
merchants. We hope these distinguished men were inveizled 
into these appointments through their simplicity, and that thes 
are even yet unaware that thev are tools in the political machine 
ot the liquor trade.

Another aspect of the same strategy against the lessons of 
natural science has just come to light, for the liquor trafhe 
is “boosting” a book recently published, called “The Action 
ot Alcohol on Man.” written by Prof. E. H. Starling, Fouler- 
ton professor, and late Jodrell professor of physiology at Uni- 
versity College, London? and including essays by Dr. Robert 
Hutchison, physician to the London Hospital; Sir Frederick 
W. Mott, late pathologist to the London County Council asy- 
lums, and Dr. Raymond. Pearl. professor of vital statistics in the 
Johns Hopkins University. Baltimore. “These are names to make 
the unthinking bow down in reverence, and we cannot be 
surprised to read in Harper's Wine and Spirit Gazette that 
this imposing volume should be “one of the prized possessions 
of every wine and spirit merchant's library! 

For a few days the “English press, particularily those papers 
that voice the propaganda of the brewers and distillers, seized 
on this book, and quoted in large tvpe those extracts that would 
stimulate most effectively the sale of beer. whisky -and’ wine. 
“Drink and Be Merry.’ “Few Great- Men Teetotalers.” 
“Wine That Maketh Glad.” “Alcohol as a Friend,” “Medics! 
Value of Alcoholic Drink.’ ““The Deteat of Pussyfoot.”’ These 
are a few of the headlines with which some papers welcomed 
this pro-drink book. 

Enthusiasm has keen dampened, however. bv a challenge 
thrown down by the Rev. Henrv Carter and Sir F-rnest Lamb, 
prominent religious leaders. ‘They state that thev have docu- 
mentary evidence that this book was originally commissioned 
by the Anti-Prohibition League (a political and provagandist 
body which fights in, and gets money from members of, the 
liquor interest), and that a firm of publishers of the highes: 
standing declined to consider the publication of the book 
because it would inevitably be used for propaganda. 

This was a bold charge to make, and all unprejudiced 
observers expected that at anv rate the writers and the pub 
lishers would make an attempt’to answer it. [t was made on 
Oct. 31. and, so far as | know. Protessor Starling continues 
to maintain a damaging silence as his only reply. The pub 
lishers, Messrs. Longma&gs. are equally discreet, tor in reply to 
questions “they have nothing to sav.”

Apart trom this controversy as to the volume’s origin and 
backers, it deserves the critical study of all students of the 
subject. In fact, Dr. Starling, when we strip his arguments 
of the attractive dress designed evidently to appeal to lay read- 
ers, agrees at rock bottom with the Liquor Control Board that 
alcohol is really a narcotic. ‘This is the gist of his first thirteen 
chapters. . | 

In the limited space of a newspaper article it is, however, 
impossible to follow his injudicious statements on social, eco- 
nomic and legislative questions, statements that are so partisan 
and uncritical that the beok is condemned in the Lancet. one 
ot the leading British medical journals, by Professor Boycott, 
the eminent pathologist, as being “unworthy of its author.” 
A review in the same journal also comments, “Nowhere in the 
book is there any attempt to balance the cheertulness and 
sociability engendered by the week's beer against the desirability 
of, sav, the repair of a child’s boot.””- Dr. Harry Roberts. in 
the Nation, passes the scathing judgment that as he studies 
this “obviously prejudiced and tendencious ‘Drinker’s Detence.’ 
we can but guess tuat we have accidentally dropped into a 
meeting ot the Brewers’ and Distillers’ Mutual Admiration 
Society.” Thus is an attempt being made to use the name of 
natural science as a move in the campaign: which supports the 
makers and sellers of intoxicants in their desire to check the 
advance ot the temperance cause. 

‘TRe attempt to suppress truth has, as it must do. failed. 
and at this moment the Daily Herald, the Labor newspaper, is 
boldly pounding away at Professor Starling, at his volume. 
and at Messrs. Longmans, the publishers. 


Rumblings From Spain 

“Ir seems that all is not well with the Government ot 
General Primo de Rivera,” declares the Manchester Guardian. 
It continues; “There .is no organization in Spain apparently 
strong enough to dismiss him. But the relations between 
Directorate and Palace are fot so cordial as in the autumn. 
when group photographs gf the King and his military min 
isters were to be seen everywhere in Spain. ‘lhe bankers. 
resenting the banishment of the Marquess de Cortina for a 


breach of the press censorship, have refused to back a scheme 


for the funding of Government bonds. ‘The Ministry of War. 
the seat of the mighty, is divided against itself. Criticism is 
coming into the open, and in Spain it has a great energy ot 
accumulation. After the revolution Spaniards were unwilling 
to talk politics lest there should be sharp ears listening. One 
found the enthusiasts for the Government drawn from the class 
that temperamentally supports in every land the idea ot 
military dictatorship. Among the more patriotic Spaniards 
there was a recognition of the faults and weaknesses of thre 
deposed regime, but the point that dictatorship by the strongly 
armed could only be an intermission was vehemently urged.”
